The tariff items are now under dis- 
cussion and good progress has been 
made with them during the past two 
davs. The debate on the anti-com- 
bine clause was concluded on Thurs- 
day and the items were galloped 
through until the 35 per, cent. ad 
valoram duty on mutton was reached, 
Henderson, of Halton, moved in 
favor of a specific duty, as the opera- 
tions of the preferential clause if 
applied to Australia would reduce this 
protection to 26 per cent. and the 
farmers had reason to fear competi- 
tion of Australian mutton. This was 
really an attempt to turn back on the 
liberals their campaign ery against the 
admission of cheap mutton under the 
national policy. Foster pointed out 
that Australian mutton was so low in 
price that 35 per cent. did not mean 
any protection at all. Fraser, of Guys- 
boro (liberal) argued at great length 
that the farmer did not need protec- 
tion, and a numbers of liberals follow- 
ed suit. Oliver pointed out that the 
duties on other farm products were 
ran from two to four 
cents a pound. The mutton duty had 
been removec from the specific list by 
the late government 
encourage trade with Australia.

It was conceded 
that transport in tank cars and vessels 
would very considerably reduce the 
cost of oil to the constmer. If the 
consumers of the country were willing 
to corcede a protection of 3, 4 or > 
cents duty on the oil men, they should 
certainly concede to the consumers 
the cheapest possible transportation. 
He resented the insinuation that the 
demard for cheaper transportation by 
means of tank cars and vessels was 
instigated by the Standard Oil Co. 
Tt was instigated by the desire of the 
people to secure cheapér and. probably 
better oil. He advised the oil pro- 
ducers to depend more on business 
energy and methods, and less on the 
tariff in future; and said that -al- 
though the saving to each consumer 
might be small, under reduced duties, 
or reduced rates of transportation, in 
comparison with the capital invested 
in the oil industry in Petrolia, it was 
net less the duty of the representa- 
vives of the consumer to save that 
amount of money for them. Fifty 
cents or a dollar was just as good in 
the pockets of the farmer or the 
artizan as in the pockets of the oil 
producers of Petrolia. The finance 
minister premised that the privilege 
of transportation in tank cars and 
vessels would be allowed, and stated 
that a bill to that 
troduced within a few days.

The saving on in- 
ward freight rates will, of course, not 
amount to so much, but probably it is

A By-Law to provide for the raising of twcnty-five 
thousand dollars as a bonus to aid in the con- 
struction of a Combined Railway and Traffic 
Bridge across the Saskatchewan River, at £d- 
monton. 


WHEREAS, a ret'tion, signed by at least.on-- 
half in number of the resident ratepayers of the 
Municipality of the Town of Edmonton, has been 
presented to the Municipal Council of the said 
Munic pality, requesting them to passa By-law to 
provide for the raising of the sum cf $25,000.00 to 
be given as a bonus to the Dominion Government to 
aid in the construction of a Combined Railway and 
Traffic Bridge across the Saskatshewan River at 
Edmonton, and for the issuing of Debentures 
therefor, and to submit the same for the assent of the 
ratepayers of the Municipality duly quahfied to vote 
thereon ; 


AND WHEREAS, the Monicipal Ccuncil have 
deemed it expedient to comply with the rcquests of 
the said petition ; 

AND WHEREAS, the Municipal Council deem it 
expedient that the taid sum shall be raised by the 
issue of Debentures to the said amount, payable in 
thirty years, hearing interest at the rate of five per 
cent. per annum, payable half-yearly ; 


AND WHEbEAS, the amcuat of the whole rate- | 


able property cf the Municipality, according to the 
last revised assessment roll, is $914,770.60 ; 


AND WHEREAS, the total amonnt of the exist- 
ing debs of the Municipality, outside of the debt 
due for the current expe.scs of the jear, is 
$18,510 88, incurred for local improverzents ; and 


$33,765.95, incurred for permarent improvements ; | 


making in ali the sum of $52,276.83, whereof no 
part isin arrear ; 


AND WHEREAS, it is expedient to provide for 
the payment of the principal of the said Debent=res 
by the creation of an equal yearly Sinking Fund ; 


AND WHEREAS, the total amount to be raised 
anpually by special rate for the paying of the said 
debt, by means of a Sinking Fund as afor. said, and 
the interest thereon as aforesaid, is $1626 30; 


SND WHEREAS, the annual special rate on the 
dollar, as being sutticient to pay the said interest, 
and ta create the said equal yearly Sinking Fund, 
for the payment of the said debt, is 1 3-10 mil!s ; 


THEREFORE, the Mayor and Council ef the 
Municipality of the Town of Edmonton, in Council 
assembled, enact as follows: 


1. This By-law is to take effect on the 6:h day of 
May, A. D. 1897. 

2, The Mayor and Clerk of the Municipality are 
hereby authorized to issue debentures cf the Mun:- 
cipality to the aggregate amount of $25,000.00, 
payable in thirty years from the day of the date on 
which this By-law takes effect, bearing interest at 
the rate of five per cent. per annum, payable hali- 
yearly ; such debentures to be payable at the eflice 
of the Treasurer of the Municipality of the Town 
of Kdmonton, and to have attached tothem coupens 
for the payment of interest. 


3. For the purpose of paying the smount which 
gnall require to be raised only for the payment of 
the said interest, and for the creating of an equal 
yearly Sinking Fuud to be set apart for the pay- 
ment of the principal’ sum of $25,000.00, a specia! 
rate of 1 8-10 mills on the dollar, over and above all 
other rnies and taxes, shall be levied in the same 
manner, and at the same times,as the general 
municipal taxes, upon the whole of the rateable 
property in the Municipality in cach year, for the 
period of thirty years, during which the said 
Debentures shall be current. 


4. The said Debentures, when so issued, as afore- 
said, shall be deposited with the Treasurer of the 
Municipality, and the same, or the proceeds thereof, 
shall be by hin delivered to the Minister of Public 
Works of the Dominion of Canada, for the time 
being, ia accordance with the provisions of a By-law 
to be hereafter passed by the Municipal Council in 
that behalf.

HEIMINCK VS. THE TOWN. 


Messrs. Beck & Emery received on 
Saturday a telegram from their Regina 
agents as follows: ‘“Heiminck appeal 
dismissed with costs, Rouleau dis 
senting.”
